me by the State of Illinois and the Illinois

Commerce Commission, I now call Docket No. T15-0159

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: Okay. Thank you.

We last met back in -- was it

February?

MS. REYNOLDS: Yes.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: And there were going to

be updates to estimates and perhaps plans. So why

don't I give the floor to the county to let me know

where things stand.

MS. REYNOLDS: As of February, we needed CN to go

back and update the numbers, which they did. They

submitted them to us. We agreed to the numbers, and

I filed that as J and K. We are in agreement on the

amount of money, and also DuPage County needed to

update the drawings, and that's been updated as

Exhibit L, and it shows the six pedestrian gates on

it.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE:: Okay. And so all

parties have reviewed those updates, and so where do

things stand in terms of your scheduled construction

or has it started already?

MS. REYNOLDS: It has not. We are looking at

2017.

MR. VERCRUYSSE: Can I ask the letting that you
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are trying to target, do you have that information?

MS. REYNOLDS: I can submit that. I think the

last time it was up for a spring letting.

MR. VERCRUYSSE: Your Honor, the parties are

going to draft hopefully an agreed order, so I'm

sorry. That's the only reason I was asking the

question.

MS. REYNOLDS: I can get that answer to you.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: So basically you have

all the information you need to move forward to an

agreed order, and I think that's where all the

parties agree, with the exception there's a couple

of parties named here in the caption who are not

present, right? Is that correct?

MS. REYNOLDS: Correct.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: And so I would send out

a proposed order for that reason --

MS. REYNOLDS: Okay.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: -- because they're not

present to give them the opportunity to respond.

So I guess, Mr. Vercruysse, is

everything in place for an agreed order at this
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point?

MR. VERCRUYSSE: With the estimates and the

exceptions of the estimate, the updated plan set,

yes. The only thing that we'll work with the

parties is the time frame for completion if it's to

start sometime in the spring of 2017 or summer.

I just want to make sure that the

Chicago Central and Pacific signal crews are able to

get the work done within that time frame. That

would be the only outstanding item that we can take

care of during development of the draft order.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: Okay. And you filed

your exhibits after the last hearing?

MS. REYNOLDS: Yes, I did.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: Okay. So why don't

you -- just so the record is technically complete --

move to admit those exhibits.

MS. REYNOLDS: Okay. May I admit Exhibits J, K

and L?

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: Any objection?

MR. VERCRUYSSE: No objection.

MR. SHUMATE: No objection.
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MR. VERCRUYSSE: No objection.

JUDGE KIRKLAND-MONTAQUE: Petitioner's Exhibits

J, K, and L are admitted as evidence.

(Whereupon, Petitioner's

Exhibits J, K & L are

received in evidence.)

And if that's all, which I believe is

what you are saying, I'll mark the record heard and

taken, and then I'll wait to get the draft order,

and then I'll send it out as a proposed order, and

then a couple of weeks after that on to the

Commission's bench agenda.
